Twelv e other 
b odies were found earlier yester­ 
day and a woman died in a hos­ 
pital. 
Car Slips Loose. 
The sleeper, sub merged nearly 
36 hours b y the cloudb urst “flash 
flood” that filled Custer creek 
with a torrent 20 feet deep, was 
jacked up on b locks after hours ol 
slow toil last night. 
Suddenly, the heav y steel car 
slipped loose and sank again into 
the sticky silt left in the stream’s 
b ed when the flood sub sided yes­ 
terday.

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M ayor Copeland Tu esday was 
preparing to file w ith the federal 
governm ent an application for a 
PWA grant of $164,250 to be u sed 
in connection w ith the constru c­ 
tion of im provem ents at Lincoln 
General hospital totalling $365,000. 
The application w ill be m ade at 
the requ est of the hospital board, 
presented to the city cou ncil Mon­ 
day by S. A. Sanderson, vice pres­ 
ident of the board. 
Inclu ded in the im provem ents, 
if the requ est for a grant is ap­ 
proved. w ill be an addition to the 
R. E. M(X>re m emorial, and rem od­ 
eling certain parts of the bu ilding 
to make the .stru ctu re a single 
operating u nit. There also w ill be 
an addition to the Sophy Teeters 
nu rses’ home. Inclu ded in the cost 
w ill be the equ ipm ent of both 
places. 
No I^g al Bar. 
The first step taken by the m ay­ 
or W’a s to assu re him self and the 
cou ncil that there is no legal bar 
to the city m aking application for 
the grant. There is none, in the 
opinion of the city attorney. How­ 
ever, it is likely an interpretation 
of the law w ill be requ ested of the 
cou rts. 
Coincidental w ith this action, 
requ ested by the hospital board, 
the m ayor w ill begin preparation 
of the application, and take steps 
to inclu de in the 19 38-39 bu dget

secrets and deliver them to the 
G erm an governm ent or “factions” 
in Germ any. 
Tw'o 
other indict­ 
ments detailed specific acts—theft 
of plans for an arm y pu rsu it plane 
from the Seversky plant at Farm - 
ingdale. Long Island, and the theit 
of an arm y and navy code book. 
The indictm ents resu lted from 
fou r m onths of federal investiga­ 
tion and five weeks of ju ry hear­ 
ings. 
Fou r In Jail. 
Of the 18 persons indicted, only 
fou r are available for prosecu tion 
—in jail here u nder heavy bail. 
They are a form er wom an h air­ 
dresser 
on the 
G erm an 
liner 
Brem en, two form er U. S. arm y 
soldiers and a 
form er 
Seversky 
plant mechanic. 
The others 
indicted 
inclu ded 
Capt. Lieu t. Erich Pfeiffer, head 
of the G erm an secret service; Capt. 

Udo Von Bonin and H er­ 
m ann Menzel, G erm an air m inistry 
espionage officers; several su spect­ 
ed agents of theirs; Dr. 
Ignatz 
Griebl, New York doctor who fled 
to G erm any du ring the investiga­ 
tion; W erner Gu denberg, airplane 
designer who* fled sim ilarly, and 
Mrs. Jessie Jordan, who w’as rec­ 
ently im prisoned in England as a 
G erm an spy. 
The indictm ent of the presu m ­ 
ably u navailable G erm an officials 
was regarded generally as an in­ 
ternational criticism, deliberately 
delivered after consu ltation

It strikes me every now and 
then that the most of u s are an 
u ngratefu l lot.

E. F. Frolik, assistant state ex­ 
tension agronomist, described the 
characteristics of v ariou s v arieties.

as “winter oats,” looked good al­ 
thou gh farmers were u nable to 
tell the difference between the 
two. 
Bu rt 518 looked “good.”
